Accidental Hypothermia 

Hypothermia is a condition of 
below-normal body temperature, 
typically 95° F (35° C) or under. 
Accidental hypothermia may ot- 
eur in anyone who. is exposed to 
cold temperatures. without enough 
protection, However, some alder 
‘people ian develop accidental 
hypothermia after exposure to 
relatively mild cold. 

Those elderly most likely to de- 
velop accidental hypothermia are: 
ithe ichronically ill, the poor who 
are unable to afford enowgh heat- 
ing fuel and those who do not take 
normal steps to keep warm, Addi- 
tionally, the few older people whose 
temperature regulation is defec- 
tive face the greatest danger. For 
unknown reasons these people do 
mot feel icold or shiver and thus 
cannot produce body heat when 
they need it. dt is interesting to 
‘mote that many people. who have 
‘felt cold’ for years: maly actually 
have a lower risk of accidental 
hypothermia. ‘ 

The only sure way to detect by- 
pothermia is to use a special low- 
reading thermometer, available in 
most hospitals, A regular thermo- 
meter will do temporarily as long 
as you shake it down well, If the 
temperature is below 95° or does 
not register, get emengenicy medi- 
cal help. Signs to look for include: 
an unusual change in appearantce
